UNREASONABLE GOtD BUGS. 


Oar gold friends seem to discredi 


the story Hold by the Silver State of an 
Eastern business man who never saw 
gold coin until he came to this Ooas 
with the Christian Endeavors a wee! 
ago. They profess to be ignorant o 
the fact that there is very little gold in 
circulation east of the Kooky Mount 
ains. A gentleman from one of th 
New England 
States, who recently 


visited Navitda, informed a party o 
f Hands that the firm with which he is 
connected transacted business amount 
ing to $75,000 a year and did not hand! 
a gold coin from one year's end to the 
other. Papor money—greenbacks anc 
silver notes—and silver coins consti 
tute the circulating medium in th 
villages and country. A country store 
keeper never receives any gold coin in 
his business transactions. He would 
scarcely know the value of a gold piece 
and would look with suspicion upon a 
person who tendered him a gold coin 
m payment for a bill of goods: A 
member of Congress stated upon the 
floor of the House of Kepresentatives 
that he visited his home once a week 
daring the sesbions of Congress. He 
usually bought a round-trip ticket foi 
which he paid $4 65. On one occasion 
he asked for a ticket, tendered a five- 
dollar greenback in payment of the 
same, which the agent took without 
hesitation and gave him his change 
Another time he tendered five silver 
dollars in payment of a ticket, which 
was also taken without question. A 
third time he called for a ticket and 
threw a five-dollar gold piece on the 
counter. The agont took it, looked at 
it, threw .it on the counter, looked at 
the Congressman, then at the gold 
coin 
and 
again 
at 
the 
Con' 


gressman, and finally, 
with 
appa- 


rent reluctance, put the com m his 
drawer aod handed out the change. 
Gold, which tbo single standard men 
tell us ia the only sound money, is the 
only money that is discredited in or- 
dinary business transactions, the only 
money that the public look upon with 
suspicion. 


It ia estimated that over two-thirds 


of the people of the United States 
never owned a gold piece find tint 
fully oue-half of the people of tho 
coucitry never bandied a gold piece; 
yet very many of those people have 
been persuaded by the gold trast and 
its hirelings to believe that there is no 
other sound money in the country and 
that it would be repudiation to re- 
deem obligations, which are payable m 
gold or silver coins of the United 
States, in any other money than that 
which is not 'm circulation, and which 
they never see outside of the banks ia 
tho large cities and not a great deal of 
it there. 


About one-fourth of all the gold com 


m the country is boar Jed iu theUuitod 
States Treasury, and the balance, with 
the exception of what is in circulation 
on the Pacific coast, is boarded m the 
vaults of the principal banks in the 
East. 
It is the most cowardly monBy 


iu existence. 
It disappears whenevor 


there is a war or a strong probability 
of a war. 
There was not a twenty dol- 


lar gold pioce in circulation east of the 
Pacific ooaist during the war of the re- 
bellion, yet troops were kept in the 
field and m anitions of war were fur- 
nished without it and to say, at this 
day, that gold is the only sound money 
m the country is simply ridiculous.

The sight os his smeared face terrified 
lis governess, who bogged the artist 
to remove the colors; and Mr .Frith, 
irmed with rags and turpentine, had 
nearly completed his task when the 
pungent spirit found its way into a 
cratch upon the child's cheek. The 
utiirc kaiser screamed with pain, as- 
united the eminent painter with his 
ists and hid himself under a large 
table, Mhcre ho yelled until he was

movement seems to be dying of inani- 
tion." On this point let the facts speak 
for themselves. 


Sixty years ago women could not vote 


anywhere. 
In 1838 Kentucky gave 


school suffrage to widows, and in 1845 
tho law was changed, making widows 
and spinsters having taxable property 
eligible to vote for school trusteas ex- 
cept in cities governed by charters. In 
1869 England gave municipal suffrage 
to single women and widows, and 
Wyoming gave full suffrage to all 
women. School suffrage was granted 
in 1875 by Michigan and Minnesota, in 
1876 by Colorado, in 1878 by New 
Hampshire and Oregon, in 1879 by 
Massachusetts, in 1880 by New York 
and Vermont, lu 1881, municipal suff- 
rage was extended to the single women 
and widows of Scotland. 
Nebraska 


gave women school suffrage in 1883, and 
Wisconsin in 1885. In 1886, New 
Brunswick and Ontario gave municipal 
suffrage to all women. In 1887 munici- 
pal suffrage was extended to all women 
in Kansas, und school suffrage in North 
and South Dakota, Montana, Arizona 
and New Jersey. In 1891, school suff- 
rage was granted in Illinois. In 1892, 
municipal suffrage was extended to 
single women and widows in the Pro- 
vince of Quebec.. In 1892, school suff- 
rage was granted in Connecticut, and 
full suffrage in Colorado and New Zea- 
land. 
In 1894, school suffrage was 


granted in Ohio, a limited municipal 
suffrage m Iowa, and parish and dis- 
trict suffrage in England to women 
both married and single. In 1895, full 
suffrage was granted in South Australia 
to women both married and single. In 
1896, full suffrage 
was granted to 


women in Utah and Idaho, 


The question 
is now pending in 


South Dakota, Washington and in sev- 
eral of the British Provinces—News.

Africa, 


While there is little doubt that, with 


proper development of its agricultural 
and pastoral resource? South Africa, 
could be made practically self-support- 
ing, the successful development of these 
industries depends nevertheless upon 
the creation of local markets through 
the stimulus given by mining opera- 
tions, says the North American. Review. 


With the exception of miaing- of gold, 


diamonds and cool there have been no 
considerable exploitations of its min- 
eral resources. 
Coal fortunately ex- 


ists in many parts of the country, and it 
has been, estimated that the known coal 
fields represent an area of 50,000 square 
miles, which is equal m extent to the 
state of Iowa. There exist in somo 
ports of the country, large deposits of 
iron, contiguous to the coal fields. But 
as yet the economic conditions have 
not favored the- development of that in- 
dustry. Lead, silver, cinnabar, tin and 
other metals are also found iu many 
parts of the country, but have not been 
remuneratively worked. Among the 
mining countries of South Africa the 
Transvaal is facile princeps, aad is in 
all probability destined to maintain its 
paramount positioa, though, as is well 
known, South Africa is "a country of 
surprises," and it is possible, of course, 
though not probable, that within its 
great extent other equally important 
districts may; be discovered.

The mountainous districts of Somer- 


set and Fayette counties, in Pennsyl- 
\nnia, which were more than, a cen 
ti;ry ago the scene of the whisky in- 
surrection, still produce illicit whisky 
by wholesale. What is known as il.o 
lu'oonfehine district lies on the slopes 
ol the Laurel Itidge range of Ite Appa- 
lachian mountain, system. Within an 
area, of 2j) square males it is estimate'! 
Ihut there are from 600 to 1,000 per- 
ons connected directly or indirectly 


-,\ ith the traffic. The section is remote 
i rom railroads, and can only be reached 
by mountain trails. 


To protect themselves from re\rmie 


ofiiceis the moonshiners have a code of 
signals. Some years ago the presence 
ol' a stranger was heralded through 
tho mountains by a scries of lights 
placed in the windows of the houses; 
but this code was e*.posed several years 
ago, and the shotgun series was adopt- 
ed. Nowadays when a stranger passes 
through the district his advent is greet-- 
eel with tho report of a shotgun fired 
hi the underbrush. One shot means 
'danger" and two in rapid succession 
signify "captured." 


The output of the illicit stills is, in 


the main, sold to tho foreigners in the 
coke legions near Pittsburgh. Besides 
being cheaper than ordinary whisky, 
the moonshine brand is lecommended 
to them by the fast that it has the knack 
of mounting to the head iu a remark- 
ably short time. A small quantity of 
Hie moonshine will (it the average for- 
eigner for "any crime in the calendar, 
and for this leason. it is held in espe- 
cial esteem, 


-Friendly consumers living near -the 


moon&hinc district ca.u procure the 
stuff through the agency of the "Rock 
of ifoscs." The location of this iusti- | 
tution can be learned by the asking, I 
and one has simply to deposit a. coin ' 
in a^ essel and place rt on the rook.

The .making of moonshine is as sim- 
e as it is cheap. The material used 


in distilling varies with the seasons. 
When rye Is plentiful and easy to ob 
tain, "still chop" is u&ed. In the ab-' 
sence of this commodity, corn, apples,' 
or peaches can be substituted with 
equally disastrous results to the con- 
sumer. 
Tho stills are crude affairs,' 


sometimes made of common brass ket- 
1lo with a copper worm, a wash tub | 
being used to mix the mash. Tho timid ] 
moonshiner xises a small still—one that, 
can be quickly hidden ;') the llrst ink-| 
ing of danger. The capacity of the, 
smaller stills ranges from three to live 
"aliens diiiy, while tho largest sizes 
ho.'ve a capacity of about 50 gallons 
daily. 


Notwithstanding1 the danger attend- 


ing those concerned1 in tho illicit ta-ade,' 
the $1.10 "erenuo tax which is saved on 
e>ery gallon seems to them to justify 
the risk. The price charged for whisky , 
ramgos from ;1 50 to $2 a. gallon.
